ROME, Dec. 6 (AP).—The resig- 
nation of Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
as chief of the Italian General 
Staff was announced officially to- 
day as the Greek army reported 
further successes in Albania. 

Badoglio was replaced by Gen. 
Ugo Cavallerg ‘veteran of three 
Italian wars and until recently 
commander of the Italian forces in 
East Africa. 

Badoglio, Italy’s most famed sol- 
dier, sometimes called the “Italian 
Hindenburg,” had been chief of the 
General Staff for 15 years. As 
such, he had supreme command of 
all three branches of the nation’s 
fighting forces. 

A communique announcing the 
resignation gave no reason, saying 
only that it was “on his own re- 
quest.” 

During the Greek campaign 
Badoglio’s name rarely has been 
mentioned, although he was second 
only to Mussolini in the high com- 


mand.

Counterattacks in Albania. 


The high command communique 
on the war in Albania reported 
the Greeks were hammering at the 
Italian left wing with reinforce- 
ments sent from Greece's other 
frontiers. Italian troops were said 
to be counterattacking while the 
Fascist air force was reported sub- 
jecting the Greek communication 
lines and troop concentrations to a 
heavy bombardment. 

Troops of the Italian Arezzo and 
Venezia divisions were said to be 
carrying out their assignments in 
a manner “above all praise,” but 
the communique did not say how 
the fighting was progressing. 

On the North African front, the 
Italians reported they had put to 
flight a British patrol south of 
their Egyptian coastal base of Sidi 
Barrani. The British force was 
said to have abandoned arms and 
munitions. 

British planes dropped _ several 
bombs at Tobruk, Libya, and in 
the vicinity of Salum and _ Sidi 
Barrani without causing any dam- 
age, the high command said. Two 
persons were reported to have been 
killed in the Tobruk bombing.

Gen. Cavallero, the new head of 
the General Staff, is 60 years old, 
nine years younger than Badoglio.

In this of- 
fice he was credited with playing 
an important part in reorganizing 
Italian defenses on the Piave after 
the Caporetto disaster. 

Cavallero retired from active 
service after representing Italy for 
two years on the inter-allied mili- 
tary commission at Versailles.

MARSHAL BADOGLIO 
HITS ON GREENWICH 
OBSERVATORY FAIL 
TO STOP TIME BALL 


LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP).—Green- 
wich Observatory was damaged in a 
recent air raid, but the famous time 
ball continues to function, Britisn 
sources disclosed today. 

The revolving globe, the observ- 
atory clock and parts of the tele- 
scope ‘room were damaged by higa 
explosive and fire bombs. One of 
the damaged sections was built in 
1675 from designs by Sir Christo- 
pher Wren. 

The observatory is situated on 
the Prime meridian, from which 
British astronomers and geograph- 
ers, and to a great extent those of 
t:e world, calculate their longitude 
and trom where “Greenwich Time” 
is telegraphed around the globe. 

It was disclosed also that bones 
were blasted recently from graves 
of ancient Scottish Kings and 
Queens by bombs dropped on Edin- 
burgh’s Holyrood House. Windows 
of the palace were broken.

DISCHARGED EMPLOYE KILLS

SALINA, Kan., Dec. 6 (AP).—

The Greeks found in the harbor 
an Italian destroyer they asserted 
had been sunk last Wednesday by 
British bombing planes shortly aft- 
er it arrived to take out Fascist 
staff officers. 

The Italian position in Porto 
Edda became untenable, the Greeks 
explained, when their forces cap- 
tured the nearby towns of Lykursl 
and Vyroni. 

The main battle in the southern 
sector, meanwhile, appeared devel- 
oping in the viciinity of Klisoura, 
road junction north of Argyocas- 
ro, 

Gains on Entire Front Claimed. 

Earlier, the Greek high command, 
in a communique, said its armies 
continued to move forward along 
the entire 100-mile front in Alba- 
nia extending from the Adriatic to 
the Yugoslav border. 

Gains of “great strategic impor- 
tance” were claimed in the central 
sector, where the Greeks were said 
to be pushing from Premet toward 
Tepelini, 30 miles inside Albania. 
This westward advance threatened 
to cut the linc of retreat for Ital- 
ian forces reported falling back 
from Argyocastro.

MAROS VASARHELY, Hungary, 
Dec. 6 (AP)—Rumanian Premier 
Gen. Ion Antonescu decreed a 
drumhead courtmartial today for 
Rumanians who “rebel against the 
army,” with quick execution to 
follow conviction, according to re- 
ports reaching this border city. 


The step, taken as refugees 
streamed into Hungary from Ru- 
mania with predictions that the 
army and the Iron Guard were 
approaching an open clash, was 
said to have been designed to 
strengthen the military in the event 
of such conflict. 

The decree, it was reported, pro- 
vides that judgment shall be hand- 
ed down within 24 hours and sen- 
tence carried out within 10 hours 
after judgment, without provision 
for appeal. 

The Government also was said 
to have forbidden the display of 
flags on automobiles, which would 
make it impossible for the Iron. 
Guard thus to display its emblem. 

Continuing Anarchy. 

The refugees pictured Rumania 
as a land of continuing anarchy. 
They said Antonescu, apparently 
unable to reconcile warring fac- 
tions of the Guard, which exacted 
bloody revenge last week for the 
killing two years ago of their 
founder, Corneliu Zelea Codreanu, 
had determined to use the army in 
ruling the nation. 

The refugees said there were 
heavy troop concentrations in stra- 
‘tegic Rumanian cities. Bucharest 
dispatches reported the army had 
called a large number of reserves 
to the colors. 

Germany, it was understood here, 
was backing Antonescu and reports 
said the German Army already sta- 
tioned in Rumanian oil fields was 
to be swelled by four new divisions 
(about 60,000 men). : 

The fleeing Rumanians said hun- 
dreds of persons had fled by boat 
for Turkey, in addition to those 
swarming into Hungary. Among 
those awaiting permission to enter 
this country, it was reported, are 
Juliu Maniu and Alexander Vaida- 
Voevod, former Premiers and pea- 
sant party leaders. 


Bulgaria Closes Border. 


Bulgaria closed its Rumanian 
frontier last night, apparently to 
stem the tide of fleeing Rumanians 
and to avoid possible disorders. 

A Bucharest disvatch said it was 
explained there that Bulgaria had 
decided the entire number of emi- 
gres allowed to enter Southern 
Dobruja under the agreement by 
which that area went to Bulgaria 
from Rumania had crossed the 
border. 


Southern Dobruja was ceded to 
Bulgaria last September.

LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP).—After a 
day of inactivity, German raiders 
to England tonight.

PORTSMOUTH, England, Dec. 6 
(AP).—German bombers sweeping 
over in waves killed a number of 
persons and inflicted heavy dam- 
age to private property in this 
south coast naval base last night in 
a concentrated, three-hour assault. 
A large number of persons were 
made homeless by the bombs which 
were said to have been aimed at the 
civilian population. Rescue work- 
ers dug into debris throughout the 
day in search of victims. 

Home Secretary Herbert Morri- 
son inspected the damaged areas 
and afterward asserted: 

“All ranks seem to be animated 
with the right spirit, which is: ‘We 
are going to stick this business out 
and the enemy is not going to get 
us down. I congratulate the city 
for its brave spirit.” 

No Estimate of Casualties. 
The full extent of casualties was 
not determined immediately. Offi- 
cials said the number was “fewer 
than might have been expected con- 
sidering the severity of the attack.” 

Casualties were reduced because 
the people, from previous experi- 
ences in raids, took cover quickly. 

Many of those whose homes were 
splintered were given temporary 
shelter in schools and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

A tremendous anti-aircraft bar- 
rage kept the bombers at great 
height, but the first waves set fires 
which guided the subsequent for- 
mations to their target.

50 Trapped in Theater. 

One bomb fell just outside a 
movie theater and 50 of the 200 
persons inside were trapped in a 
balcony by collapsing walls. The 
operator was killed. Three bodies 
were taken from the wreckage of 
the movie theater this afternoon 
and.the rest of those trapped were 
rescued. 

A 12-year-old girl was rescued 
from the debris of a cellar of a 
house where she had been trapped 
for 14 hours. Her mother and three 
Sisters had been killed. 

An incendiary burned the inte- 

rior of a nurses’ home. The nurses, 
after moving patients from the 
nearby hospital, attacked the 
flames with hand pumps. 
- At another hospital nurses saved 
patients by smothering flames 
which threatened to reach serious 
proportions. 

Air raid precaution workers 
praised nurses who formed a buck- 
et brigade and helped control the 
flames. One nurse climbed 
through a hole in a roof and 
played a hose on the flames until 
smoke compelled her to retreat.

Pierre Vienot Gets Suspended

Pierre Vienot, Undersecretary of 
State in Leon Blum’s old Popular 
Front Government, was sentenced 
today to eight years’ imprisonment 
and loss of civil rights for 20 years 
on charges of wartime desertion.

The Washington Post said it had 
learned Mrs. Deegan was charged 
with conniving to help British of- 
ficers escape from German-occupied 
France. 

Mrs. Deegan, an employe of the 
embassy since June i6, 1936, is a 
native of Biltmore, N. C., and was 
said to be a granddaughter of a 
former United States Senator from 
North Carolina, Jeter C, Pritchard.

At St. Louis County Hospital recovering from his 137th operation. 


Harry B. Smythe, Proud of His Record, but 
Would Have Been Content to Rest 
on His Laurels. 


Speaking of operations, a terrific 
conversational advantage is en- 


joyed by Harry B. Smythe, who is 
now at St. Louis County Hospital 
convalescing from his 137th major 
operation. 

This one, he said, was a gall 
bladder operation, the most serious 
he has undergone. Of the others, 
all but one were for osteomyelitis, 
a bone infection. 

Smythe, 67 years old, with sparse 
gray hair and black brows, is 
proud of his record, of his collec- 
tion of newspaper clippings about 
himself, and especially of the fact 
that he attained some measure of 
immortality by being included in 
Ripley’s “Believe It Or Not” col- 
umn and book. 

“It all began,” he related yester- 
day, “in Evansville, Ind., on a Sat- 
urday afternoon, Nov. 10, 1883. I 
had been to a play called ‘The 
Power of Money,’ with my mother, 
and that evening I developed ty- 
phoid fever. During that illness I 
got osteomyelitis, and began hav- 
ing operations to remove bits of 
infected bone. 

Thirteen years and 116 opera- 
tions later his physician  pro- 


nounced him cured. He moved to 
St. Louis and married, but the dis- 
ease appeared again. He had sev- 
eral operations performed at St. 
Anthony’s Hospital, where he had 
his appendix removed for good 
measure, and then spent a year in 
City Hospital. 

His last osteomyelitis operation 
was in 1926. He would have been 
perfectly glad to rest on his rec- 
ord, but two weeks ago he had to 
undergo the 137th operation, per- 
formed this time by Dr. J. G 
Probstein. 

Smythe lives at 2422 Rexford 
avenue, Maplewood. He is a man- 
ufacturer’s agent, selling the little 
celluloid price tags used in grocer- 
ies. During the World War he 
was a crocheting demonstrator in 
local stores. At that time, he said, 
he capitalized on a shortage of or- 
dinary needles by buying up all 
those in stock in St. Louis stores, 
establishing a local monopoly, and 
selling them back to the same 
stores at higher prices. 

He doesn’t believe the same idea 
will work during the present re- 
armament program, but says he 
has another scheme up his sleeve 
that will.

Air Safety Board. © 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6 (AP).—The 
dead in the crash of a United Air 
Lines plane were increased to nine 


today with the death of the ship’s 
stewardess, Miss Florence M. Lit- 
tle, 23 years old. 

Miss Little, a Chicagoan, had 
suffered a skull fracture and in- 
ternal injuries. The two other 
members of the crew, Capt. Philip 
C. Scott, 34, the pilot, and Co-Pilot 
George S8. Young, 30, were killed 
in the accident, which * occurred 
Wednesday evening near the Chi- 
cago municipal airport. 

Seven passengers, two of whom 
were reported still to be in serious 
condition, were injured. 

Meanwhile, the crash of the 21- 
passenger Mainliner resulted in a 
demand for re-establishment of the 
Air Safety Board. 

Spokesman for Pilots. 

David L. Behncke, president of 
the Airline Pilots’ Association, as- 
serted that Congress should re-crs- 
ate the board immediately as a 
means of averting accidents. on 
commercial airlines, 

The board was abolished when 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority was 
transferred to the Department of 
Commerce under a Government re- 
organization, Since then there have 
been four crashes, Behncke said, 
whereas a remarkable safety record 
was established while the board was 
functioning, 

The cause of the Chicago accident 
remains undetermined. Investiga- 
tions are being made by three 
groups—the Cook County Coro- 
ner’s office, the company and the 
CAA. 

Investigators said that the ship 
apparently lost flying speed and 
crashed when only five seconds 
from a safe landing. 

Possibility of Icing. 
W. A. McHale, head of the Illi- 


‘|nois Pilots’ Association and the Cor- 


oner’s expert on aviation, ex- 
pressed the opinion that ice on 
the wings might have been the un- 
derlying cause of the crash. 

At an inquest yesterday Police- 
man Thomas F. O’Hara testified 
that the operator at the airport con- 
trol tower had advised the pilot by 
radio to make a west landing due 
to “icing conditions.” O’Hara, who 
was in the tower at the time, said 
he did not know whether the oper- 
ator referred to ice on the plane or 
on the ground. A light snow was 
falling, 

Company spokesmen asserted 
that evidence indicated that imme- 
diately after the accident there was 
only a minor amount of ice on the 
plane, and that icing had not pre- 
vented other airliners from arriving 
or departing. 

CAA investigators said they 
probably would not announce any 
decision for a week.

A few days ago Mrs. Black com- 
pleted arrangements to adopt a 
baby.

what to do with Robi. Short called 
Henry Kennon, curator of the bird 
house at the St. Louis Zoo. Kennon 
said there was no place at the 
Zoo for Robi because the tempera- 
ture is maintained at a level for 
tropical birds.

LONDON, De Dec, 6-—A new ray of 
hope has been cast into a situation 
which had seemed depressing to 
most people here by events in the 
United States, particularly this 
week’s conference of administration 


ously with the London announce- 
ment that Great Britain has or- 
dered 60 American cargo ships. 
There has been no attempt here, 
for some time, to conceal the seri- 
ousness of British shipping losses, 
which, for the week ended Nov. 24, 
were 22 ships totaling 87,975 tons 
—the highest loss of any week 
since the war began. 

It is now known that the Ger- 


mans have 100 U-boats operating 
around the British Isles, stated by 
Berlin to be hunting in groups. 
For the four-week period ended 
Nov, 24, 323,157 tons of shipping 
went to the bottom. This compares 
with the tonnage lost during March, 
1917, when 353,000 tons were sunk 
by U-boats and mines, but it has 
not yet reached the figure of 881,000 
tons lost in April, 1917, 
Although there are no figures 
available for the 10 days since Nov. 
24, losses will probably be high. 
Yesterday the Germans claimed to 
have sunk a convoy of 15 ships. 
German claims in the past have 
usually proved to be exaggerated. 
Why Losses Have Risen. 

The London Daily Telegraph’s 
shipping correspondent explained 
why losses are greater now than 
previously: “ ... Up to a few 
months ago, for a submarine to at- 
tack a convoy, even if she suc- 
ceeded in sinking a ship or two, 
was inevitably to sound her own 
death knell,” he wrote. “Today, 
our escorts are insufficient always 
to insure this, mainly owing to the 
French navy’s defection and the en- 
try of Italy into the war. 

“Whether circumstances will yet 
permit the redistribution of escorts 
and patrol vessels, sufficient to 
‘meet the menace to shipping, only 
the Admiralty can say. New war- 
ships are being delivered as fast as 
shipyards can turn them out, and 
50 destroyers from the United 
States are passing into service as 
their rearmament progresses.” 

There is, and will continue to be, 
a need here for all ships the United 
States can release. Government of- 
ficials here constantly state that 
they can only make known their 
needs and leave the rest to the 
United States. 

Nevertheless, there is a deep con- 
viction here, among both Britishers 
and Americans, that the slower the 
pace of American assistance to the 
British, the greater will be the ne- 
cessity for more help. 

by U. 8S. Position. 
The American position is definite- 
ly puzzling to people here, Original- 
ly, they understood the American 
desire to remain out of war. Dur- 
ing recent months, however, the 
United States appears to have com- 


ground that it is the only way to 
guarantee American security. 
There are limits beyond which 
British statesmen cannot go in de- 
scribing their needs to the United 
States. Every declaration of needs 
is given the widest publicity 
throughout Europe and the Middle 
East by Joseph Goebbels, Ger- 
many’s Propaganda Minister, and 
tends to shake the confidence of 
Britain’s actual and potential allies 
in the British ability to win the 
war. 

It would also be regarded as un- 
politic, as well as interference in 
American affairs, for British states- 
men to come out and ask for Amer- 
ican intervention. The British are 
thoroughly frightened of taking 
steps which might lead to the ac- 
cusation that they are trying to 
draw America into the war. 

When the United States released 
the 50 destroyers in exchange for 
bases, it was an act which, accord- 
ing to the normal canons of inter- 
national law, should have given 
Germany grounds for declaring war. 
Germany did not declare war. 

The sale of American cargo ships 
to Britain is obviously helpful, but 
it does not solve the problem of 
sinkings or diminish the ferocity of 
German U-boat attacks. 

Long-Range British Planning. 

‘Financial and economic questions 
are in the forefront of Britain’s 
news at the moment. Those most 
important war finance talks, about 
to begin in Washington, come at a 
time when Great Britain shows the 
first signs of getting down to seri- 
ous long-range wartime planning 
in matters of trade, finance and 
industrial production. 

At the moment, when one Axis 
partner is being harassed in the 
Balkans, Britain has signed a trade 
and financial agreement with Tur- 
key which, momentarily, at any 
rate, puts a slight crimp in Ger- 
many’s plans for a hew economic 
and poitical order on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

In exchange for Empire cotton, 
wool and such other commodities 
as Britain is able to export abroad, 
Turkish agricultural produce will 
be. sent to Britain.

try, and might soon need financial, 
as well as material, help. 

Before the discussions at the 
Treasury began, Senator Nye 
(Rep.), North Dakota, announced 
that he and a group of colleagues 
were ready to fight to the end 
against any attempt to extend fi- 
nancial aid to the British. 

Nye told reporters that this op- 
position bloc would base its fight 
on the contention that loans to 
Britain “mean actual entry into 
war.” He predicted that a pro- 
posal for loans would be accompa- 
nied by one for “American naval 
convoy of British supplies.” 

As the financial talks opened, the 
feeling at the Capitol was that the 
whole question of assisting Britain 
by credits or cash eventually would 
be laid before Congress in some 
way or other. Some thought that a 
request for approval of a loan 
would touch off the fireworks. Oth- 
ers thought that the anti-loan 
forces might take the initiative 
with a drive to plug any possible 
loopholes in existing laws barring 
such assistance to Britain. 

Viewed as Major Issue. 
At any rate, the financial aid to 
Britain question already was being 
discussed as the major issue await- 
ing the new Congress which con- 
venes Jan. 3. 

The assertions by Secretary of 
Commerce Jones and Morgenthau 
that Britain constituted a “good 
risk” drew some fire on the Senate 
floor yesterday. Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, termed such state- 
ments “nonsense,” and Senator 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, professed 
to be “very much startled” that Sec- 
retary Jones would say such a 
thing. 

Clark asserted that “nobody 
cares what Morgenthau thinks is a 
g00d loan—he’s never had a busi- 
ness transaction in his life—but 
Jesse Jones is a different proposi- 
tion.” 

Clark added his voice to several 


iprevious demands that a congres- 


sional survey of British assets pre- 
cede any consideration of the sub- 
ject. 

Suggests Financial Gift. 

Taft, saying he was “open-mind- 
ed,” asserted that if “we are go- 
ing to do anything it might perhaps 
be better to give them the money 
than to lend it to them... 

“In the end I think we may have 
to lend money to England,” he 
said, “but some immediate aid to 
Canada would be désirable first.” 

Nye’s prediction today that Amer- 
ican convoys would be proposed for 
British shipping found no appar- 
ent support in administration cir- 
cles.. AS far as could be learned, of- 
ficials are giving little consideration 
to such an idea.

Marshal Badoglio, whom Musso- 
lini called on to vanquish Ethiopia 
when the Italian campaign bogged 
down, did not join the Fascist party 
until he had sealed his triumph 
over Haile Selassie’s empire. 

Chief of staff when the black- 
shirts marched on Rome, Badoglio 
was reported to have assured King 
Vittorio Emanuele that he could, 
if ordered, disperse them with a 
Single regiment. But the King de- 
cided to invite Mussolini to form 
a government and Badoglio offered 
no opposition to the new adminis- 
tration. 

His Role After Caporetto.. 

Badoglio first marched to battle 
as an artillery lieutenant against 
Ethiopia in 1896 and against Tur- 
key in 1911-12.

He plunged into his fourth war 
when he was appointed Governor 
of Libya in 1929, with the mission 
of reconquering the former Turkish 
province from the rebellious natives. 
Badoglio remained in the back- 
ground at the start of the Ethio- 
pian campaign in 1936, but when 
Marshal Emilio de Bono’s campaign 
slackened Mussolini sent Badoglio 
into command. He gained victory 
over the Ethiopians and was re- 
warded with the title of Duke of 
Addis Ababa and named Viceroy 
of Ethiopia.

The Second Battalion of the 128th 
Field Artillery, Missouri National 
Guard, comprising 11 officers and 
311 men, left St. Louis this morn- 
ing in a caravan of 68 army trucks 
on the second leg of its trip to 
Camp Jackson, 8S.

The battalion, which includes

About 200 other officers and men

{ficer, left Union Station this morn- 


ing on a special troop train for 
Camp Jackson. The men, mostly 
from outstate posts, arrived early 
today on two trains, which were 
consolidated for the trip. 

Four officers and 97 men of Bat- 
tery A, the St. Louis unit, left yes- 
terday by trucks with Battery B of 
Mexico, and spent last night at Ca- 
ruthersville, Mo. The units will 
reach Tupelo, Miss., tonight. Other 
overnight stops will be made at 
Anniston, Ala., and Warrenton, Ga. 

The Second Battalion is under 
the command of Maj. James E. 
Norlin of Sedalia. The men were 
up at 4:30 o’clock this morning 
and had breakfast in groups at a 
restaurant near the Armory. After 
packing their equipment and load- 
ing the trucks, final instructions 
were given and the trucks began 
moving out shortly after 7 o’clock. 
Only a few persons were on hand 
for the departure. 

It took nearly 15 minutes for 
the column to move out of the 
Armory, causing a heavy blockade 
of southbound traffic on Grand 
boulevard, which extended from 
the Armory north across Chouteau 
avenue and the viaduct. 

Each battery had 16 trucks, four 
of which pulled 75-millimeter guns. 
There were 13 trucks for the 
Headquarters Battery and eight for 
the Medical Detachment. The col- 
umn, which -extended nearly two 
miles, was escorted by motorcycle 
policemen to the city limits, where 
it was met by an escort of State 
highway patrolmen.

SWINDLER WHO TOOK 
$1,000,000 GETS YEAR 


Martin Leach Rose From Fur- 
nished Room to Penthouse While 
Fugutive From Prison. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
Martin A. Leach, who manetvered 
himself up from a furnished room 
to a penthouse in seven years while 
a fugitive from justice, will have 
to serve another term as soon as 
he’ finishes one in San Quentin 
prison next year. 

He was sentenced toa year and 
a day on his plea of guilty yester- 
day to an 18-count indictment 
charging mail fraud and conspir- 
acy in the swindling fo investment 
trust and security purchasers of 
$1,000,000. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Richard Delafield said Leach 
jumped bail and disappeared in 
1931 after conviction of grand lar- 
ceny in California. Then, under 
the name of Robert E. Lancaster, 
Leach operated six brokerage firms 
in New York between 1931 and 1938 
while Federal authorities searched 
for him, Delafield said. It was 
during that period that Leach 
started out with a furnished room 
and wound up with a penthouse 
and social position. 

Leach left New York hastily in 
1938, when the State Attorney Gen- 
eral investigated his investment 
trusts, but he was arrested in Flor- 
ida and returned to California to 
serve the term from which he fled 
in 1931. 

Leacth’s counsel said he would be 
eligible for parole from San Quen- 
tin next July.

HE officer turned out to-be a

Belgium, and he toox Harte 
back to headquarters in his car 
to arrange tc have him sent on to 
the Engiish lines. When the time 
came for him to go the Belgian 
Count who was the cousin of the 
King said, “I would much appreci- 
ate it if you would give me a 
souvenir of this occasion. Perhaps 
your psrachute?” Harte said he 
didn’t think he could give him his 
parachute because parachutes were 
expensiv2 and they would want him 
to bring it bach. 
The Count said, “Your helmet, 
possibly?” Harte, who is of good 
Scotch stock, said, “Good heavens, 
no. I have -+to buy my own helmet.” 


So they settled on his pipe. 
He asked the Count why it was 
he wanted a souvenir. And the 
Count said, “I don’t think you un- 
derstand. Tm in command of the 
anti-aircraft battery. Yours is the 
first plane my battery has ever shot 
down. It is a very special occasion.” 
Lieut. Harte thought it was a 
little too special. 

All of this story Lieut. Harte 
rerm.embered in great detail, since 
it was his baptism to fire—and be- 
cause of the Count who was the 
cousin of the King of Belgium. His 
later adventures he took much more 
casually. 

Brush With Enemy 


In Torpedo Boat. 


FTER the Belgian episode,

Fire From Cooling Fluid 


Not From Gas Tank. 

IRE in the air, nowadays, comes 
F act from explosions in the gas 

tank, but from the cooling fluid. 
Gas tanks on. Hurricanes and Spit- 
fires are what is called bulletproof. 
Bulletproof does not mean what it 
sounds like, for machine-gun bullets 
puncture gas tanks quite easily. 
What it means is that the inside 
of the tanks are coated with a 
chemical substance that closes the 
hole made by the bullet after the 
bullet has passed through, so that 
the tank will not leak. It does not 
catch fire even from an incendiary 
bullet, because there is so little 
oxygen inside the tank. What 
catches fire is the motor cooling 
fluid which becomes explosive if 
overheated. Even if it doesn’t catch 
fire, its fumes, when overheated, 
are often deadly. 


Lieut. Harte’s ship. had been hit 
in the radiator. The cooling fluid 
leaked out. The motor overheated. 
The cooling fluid finally caught 
fire. He came swirling into his 
airport with smoke and flames all 
around him. 


The next time it happened was 
very much like the last, except that 
Harte now had had some experi- 
ence with cooling fluid catching 
fire and after his motor reached a 
certain temperature he shut it off. 
The motor immediately froze. There 
was no airport in sight, so he 
came down in a field. Landing a 
fast pursyit ship in a farmer’s field 
with a dead stick is no fun. You 
have to pick your field in a hurry 
and do the best you can with it. 
The field that Harte picked out 
when he was 5000 feet high did not 
look so good when he was only a 
few hundred feet up. He said “it 
obviously wouldn’t do.” At the far 
end of the field there was a farm- 
er’s house. By the time he had 
finally decided on the unsuitability 
of the field, the top of the farm- 
er’s house was higher than he was, 
so that he had to use the last of his 
speed to get up and over it, to get 
to what he hoped was a better 
field on the far side. Somewhere 
in the air just beyond the farmer's 
house the Hurricane stopped flying. 
It went into the ground nose first 
at something more than a hundred 
miles an hour. The nose with the 
motor in it broke off and Harte and 
the rest of the plane went on across 
the field. He was not hurt. He 
does not consider this much of an 
incident except that he did think 
it was rather extraordinary the 
way the motor broke off and saved 
his life by doing it. 
Downed Again as 
“Tail-Last Charlie.” 
E ADMITTED that the next 
Hime he was shot down it might 
make a story. That time, his 
fourth, he was functioning as “Tail- 
Last-Charlie” for a squadron of 
Hurricanes and they were flying 
over enemy territory, going down 
along the German-held ‘coast of 
France. “Tail-Last-Charlie,” as I 
have explained before, is what they 
call the pilot who flies above and 
behind a squadron of pursuit planes 
and weaves back and forth in fig- 
ure eights to protect the squad- 
ron’s rear. It is, as Harte, explained 
a nasty job, because “Tail-Last- 
Charlie” has to fly so fast and to 
throw himself into such violent and 
continuous banking that he is ei- 
ther continually blacking out 
(throwing the blood out of his head 
until he goes temporarily blind) or 
coming close to it. In_ fact, the 
trick is to keep as close to it as pos- 
sible without actually losing, your 
sight from lack of blood. H@ said 
he was doing quite nicely, except it 
was late afternoon and they were 
flying east and the sun was 
behind him. Two Messerschmitts 
with cahnon came out of this sun 
and were on his tail before he could 
do anything about it. As they dived 
they made a V about 45 degrees 
wide, converging on the back of his 
neck. Both of them let go from 
very close, crossed and went under 
and disappeared. Two shells 
pn one and one shell from the 
other hit his Hurricane in the tail 
assembly.

It never oc- 
curred to him until much later in 
his story to throw in the casual 
fact that the three cannon shell ex- 
plosions had given him a shower 
bath of steel fragments from the 
rear.

not stopped by armor plate, came 
through the bottom of his seat and 
lacerated his legs. He did not tell 
‘me this part of the story until I 
asked him how he signaled to the 
English bombers.

AZI leaders, if the accounts of the German newspapers for the 
last week are any indication, are attacking the problems of colo- 
nial empire with the same thoroughness they have applied to 


other situations, a thoroughness which much of the world has under- 


estimated, at least until recently. 


The most enlightening items 
concern the meeting of the asso- 
ciation of German engineers 
Stuttgart, where for two days the 
men who have been working the 
industrial miracles of the Third 
Reich devoted their efforts to “the 


tasks confronting German technol-} 


ogy in the reorganization of colo- 
nial possessions.” 

There were some generalizations, 
but there was also plenty of hard- 
boiled detailed talk about fuel, 
farming, geology, timber utiliza- 
tion, the characteristics of the fu- 
ture German colonists and the mul- 


titude of other problems that one) 


acquires with a modern empire. 
They were told, too, according to 
the accounts, that they must start 
now and have their industrial 
preparations completed for that in- 
definite day “after the war” to 
which the Nazis look forward so 
confidently. 


Solar Power Machine. 


Adequate power for the fullest 
exploitation of any such colonies 
is, of course, one of the problems. 
But the engineers were told, for 
example, that German technicians 
now have developed a practical 
solar machine. An article in the 
Zwoelf Uhr Blatt says the new de- 
vice makes use of the heat-retain- 
ing properties of oil, which is ex- 
posed to the tropical sun under 
focusing mirrors. The heated oil 
is then used to generate steam. 

Experiments are also under way, 
it was reported, with boilers using 
sugar cane, rice and straw and 
similar agricultural residues. The 
possibilities of weod were explored 
and the engineers were told that 
Africa offers some 600 varieties, 
contrasted to the 20 or 30 in Ger- 


many, and that each must be used 


in| 


to the fullest, not only as fuel but 
in other ways. There were even 
reports of the possibility of ships 
fueled by wood. 


Windmill generators and heavy 
storage batteries capable of deliv- 
ering 2000 ampere hours are being 
developed, it was reported. Agri- 
cultural manufacturers were told 
that they must produce farm ma- 
chinery simple enough to be oper- 
ated by native populations. Cables 
and motors must be designed toa 
protect them from tropical condi- 
tions. Automobiles must be de- 
veloped for the rugged demand of 
colonial service. Expansion of both 
rail and motor roads will be 
studied. 


“Prepare Way Today.”’ 

The chief party spokesman at 
the meeting was Gen. Ritter von 
Epp from the Nazi colonial polit- 
ical office. Summarizing his talk, 
the Frankfurter Zeitung says: 


“It is necessary to prepare the 
way today, as far as possible, for 
the creation of a new colonial em- 
pire on National Socialist princi- 
ples.” It added that the armament 
now exists by which the Nazis can 
take, with force if need be, what 
they consider their “just share.” 


About the same time, Dr. Wal- 
ther Gross was telling a congress 
of the party’s racial-political offi- 
cers that Nazi “racial direction and 
enlightenment” will make German 
colonial policy considerably differ- 
ent from that of the pre-World 
War period, or of France and Eng- 
land.

Mexico and the United States are reported to be 
working out a seven-point program of collaboration 
for the sake of hemispheric defense. Good relations 
with our neighbors are, of course, more necessary 
than ever—even more so for Mexico than for us. 
After all, in an emergency, she would depend on our 
army and our navy. Our dependence on her would be 
much more limited. We would want little more than 
to be sure that her territory was not being used 
as a base for activities against us. 

So it is probably fair that, in the current nego- 
tiations, Mexico should defer more-often to our point 
of view than we to hers. Yet we must not hold the 
advantage of our strength over her to gain conces- 
sions that would be refused in less troubled times. 
Undoubtedly, we have the right to ask her to honor 
commitments made at Havana, but when we use the 
present emergency to ask her to re-establish diplo- 
matic relations with Great Britain or to settle speed- 
ily such matters as the land and oil questions, we 
are in a more delicate position. On the other hand, 
offers of American aid in the settlement of Mexican 
financial, industrial and agricultural problems are 
commendable, although we need not become a Santa 
Claus in the name of defense. 

Every effort should be made to remove causes of 
friction between the two countries. In the process, 
we have a perfect right to bargain, offering aid in 
return for concession, but we do not have the right 
to turn bully. Hemispheric defense has not given 
us a sanction to send proconsuls into Latin America. 
Nor has Latin America developed any inclination to 
receive them. Consider the Argentine.

ILLIAM ALLEN WHITE proposes the 
W adoption of a congressional resolution 

providing for “freedom of action to pre- 
serve our Republic in any way that seems 
wise and just against those aggressor 
tyrants who have violated the peace of coun- 
tries with whom the United States has 
treaties of non-aggression.” 

The proposal is so general that it might 
mean anything or nothing and Mr. White 
declined to elaborate on it. He refrained 
from making the proposal more specific, 
he said, in the belief that the actual word- 
ing should be done by the President or a 
congressional committee. 

“The freedom of action” which Mr. White 
desires could be obtained only through a 
formal declaration or hostilities. As long 
as we remain neutral, we are bound by 
the international laws affecting neutrals. 
We have no jurisdiction over Axis ships in 
American waters. We have only the or- 
dinary means of combating espionage. 

Our aid to England is in the role of a 
merchant who sells a customer goods, and 
for cash in hand at that. Only by declaring 
war could we overcome these handicaps and 
throw our strength without restriction to 


the British cause.

What he has to say on this topic is of 
more than ordinary interest because, as 
head of the Committee to Defend America 
by Aiding the Allies, he represents an in- 
fluential bloc of interventionist sentiment. 
With the election out of the way, the inter- 
ventionists.are dusting off the war drums. 

There are many compelling arguments 
against acting on Mr. White’s suggestion, 
but it is necessary to discuss only one. We 
are not prepared to fight a successful war. 
The first of the draftees have not had time 
to get the feel of their uniforms. It will 
not do to reply that we could restrict our 
part to naval warfare, because a combatant 
does not have the whole choice in the type 
of warfare it conducts. 

The enemy has a voice in it also. Mr. 
White would have the country go to war 
with a land force incapable of defending 


our boundaries from invasion. 
‘ « - _ 


Mr. White frets under the restrictions of 
neutrality. If his words mean anything, 
they mean the time has come to discard 
the formalities of neutrality and jump into 
the fray up to our necks. 

At least two years would be required to 
put us on an effective war footing. A war 
policy at this time would subject us to dan- 
gers and uncertainties we might some day 
wish we had avoided. 

There are many practical ways in which 
we can increase our aid to England without 
resorting to the dangerous and doubtful pol- 
icy of war. There is likely to be a growing 
sentiment for repeal of the Johnson Act, 
which prohibits Britain from floating credit 
in this country. 

_ A large majority of persons interviewed in 
@& special Gallup poll favored sending even 
more planes to the British, even if the action 
delayed our own defense program. 

We can continue to expand our aid to 
England without recourse to formal hostil- 
ities against her enemies. Mr. White is do- 
ing his country no service in trying to

Less Than 11 Months Ago

zette, Jan. 18, 1940. 


HE great task before the American peo- 
ple is to keep out of this war. Just now, 
war seems to be spreading to the Balkans. 
Tomorrow it may threaten the Americas. 
War is a pestilence which may attack any 
land when the plague is abroad in the earth. 
The question now is, What are our people 
doing to prevent our entrance into war? 
Above everything, we should keep out of 
this war—first, because we should maintain 
our economic integrity so far as possible; 
second, because we should keep our political 
neutrality so far as possible, not to save our 
own hides but to have some influence in di- 
recting or helping to direct world settlement 
for a just peace. For only a just peace will 
be a lasting peace. 

If we are a belligerent, weakened econom- 
ically and biased politically with the others, 
at this war’s close. our voice will not have 
behind it the power that we will have if we 
remain economically strong and politically 
fairly neutral. 

No plan, no specific course all thought out 
in advance, no formula of any kind will 
keep us out of war. No President can lead 
us into war against our will. No party, no 
Congress can get us into war unless we 
weakly yield to war’s trumpets of hate! 

Yet after all, only the sturdy resolution of 
the American people to avoid the conflict 
will keep us out of war. We must implement 
our sturdy resolution by an intelligent citi- 
zenship. Otherwise, we shall be swept off 
our feet by emotions. That’s the rub! 

Are we up to it? There is the one serious 
question that breeds fear and doubt in the 
hearts of thoughtful citizens.

HE House is now being asked to at 

cept on faith alone 14 amendments 
which were made in the Senate without de 
bate or discussion. Among these amend- 
ments are an unconstitutional provision, 
an amendment deleting a provision which 
this House had voted to retain, and an 
amendment failing utterly to carry out its 
obvious purpose of reconciling this bill 
with the interests of national defense. 

I say to you that the Logan-Walter Dill, 
as it stands before you today, would throw 
a monkey wrench in our great defense ef- 
fort. 

The passage of this bill, encumbered by 
ill-conceived, hastily drafted, never-explained 
Senate amendments, is an abuse of the legis- 
lative process, far worse than any of the 
abuses charged to the administrative agen- 
cies by the proponents of this legislation.

OF BOY SCOUT CIRCUS 


Exhibition Stresses Patriotism 
and Part Youth Plays in 
National Emergency. 


Boy Scouts of St. Louis showed 
what they had learned of outdoor 
craft. and of the origins of scout- 
is in Indian and pioneer life at 
the opening last night of their 
three-day circus before an en- 
thusiastic crowd of 10,200 at the 
Arena. The show will be given 


again tonight and tomorrow night 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

Emphasizing patriotism, the cir- 
cus demonstrated the contribution 
of Scouts to their communities and 
to American life in a time of na- 
tional emergency. A cast of almost 
10,000 Scouts from the 11 south- 
eastern counties composing the St. 
Louis Council took part. 

After a 15-minute concert by a 
specially assembled band o* more 
than 100 pieces, the Cubs, nine to 
12-year-old future Scouts, marched 
3000 strong into the Arena carrying 
plecards bearing } mottoes and 
led by their “den mothers” and 
Cubmasters. They dispersed into 
seats at the south end of the 
Arena after giving the Cub yelp 
in a darkened Arena, illuminated 
only by the flashlights which each 
of them carried. 

A parade of 7000 scouts, with the 
color guards of the 300 troops 
massed in the center of the ring, 
introduced the scout part of the 
program, and ended with the sing- 
ing of “God Bless America” by the 
marchers and the standing audi- 
ence. 

The circus events followed in 
swift succession, punctuated by 
blasts on a siren announcing the 
end of each act. First the air was 
filled with 300 model airplanes in 
the aviation number, and parts of 
the crowd ducked as the elastic- 
propelled craft soared freely around 
the Arena. Swooping monoplanes 
with chemically treated wings imi- 
tated sky-writers ° and brought 
whoops from the youthful sections 
of the crowd where they landed. 

In a brief minute the Arena be- 

came a Scout encampment, with 
pup-tents, tepees, lean-to’s, wall 
tents and canoe camps covering 
the expanse of cement floor. The 
paraphernalia was instantly cleared 
when the siren sounded and a mo- 
ment later the arena was ringed 
with Scouts cracking bull whips 
and spinning whirligigs. George 
Langenberg, mate of the Sea Scout 
ship Polaris, showed off his skill 
with the whip by snuffing six can- 
dies in a row from a distance of 
15 feet. 
Sea and land Scouts then showed 
how they were trained to handle 
emergencies. The former gave a 
mass resuscitation drill to the 
booming rhythm of the loudspeak- 
ers’ chant “Out with the bad air, 
in with the good.” 

The land Scouts set up a model 
home, practicing all the Scout safe- 
ty principles, at one end of the 
Arena, and a mad-house at the oth- 
er end in which father, mother and 
two children were finally annihilat- 
ed because they neglected the ordi- 
nary household precautions. 

The comic blind boxing, in which 
there was more comedy than box- 
ing, was followed by a high-step- 
ping exhibition by a crack Negro 
drum and bugle corps, led by two 
drum majors, one of whom was 
twice the height of the other. Camp- 
ing and gymnastics were also 
shown by the Negro troops, 

The spectacular feature number 
of the evening was the Indian danc- 
ing, led by Ralph Hubbard at the 
tom-tom, in which gaudy, feathered 
costumes were worn by the Scout 
braves. 

In the pioneer act a stockade, 
three 25-foot signal towers and 2 
covered wagon provided the fron- 
tier atmosphere. The grand finale, 
a pyramid of Scouts showing the 
progress of scouting, was closed 
with the playing of the Star 
Spangled Banner. 

The tired performers started for 
home at 10:30 o’clock. “And I’ve 
got to go to school tomorrow,” one 
of them groaned as he threw his

HILE W S. Knudsen is 
still a hero to the country at 
large, there is an infinity of 
talk about his supposed shortcom- 
ings in influential circles here. 
Among men naturally friendly to 
him as well as among the New 
Dealers, it is said Knudsen is “just 
a production expert,” “cannot dele- 
gate or organize,” “hates paperwork 
and is unhappy away from a fac- 
tory assembly line” and is “no ad- 
ministrator.” | 
This is obviously significant. 
Hope is now just faintly dawning 
for a much-needed shakeup of the 
defense effort. Because of his 
standing in the country, Knudeon 
will have to be accorded a higs 
position if the shakeup comes. For- 
merly he gave signs of unwilling- 
ness to accept the big job of or- 
ganizer of defense, but he now 
seems to have changed his mind. 
Indeed, there is a report, not con- 
firmed but from excellent sources, 
that he wrote the President a let- 
ter to this effect after the election. 
Despite the emphasis on Knud- 
sen’s limitations, the picture cur- 
rently painted of him is a kindly 
picture, of a big, forthright man 
with rea] genius for the problems 
in which he has been trained. Yet 
it is not a picture calculated to 
improve his ‘chances of being 
chosen for the big job someone 
must undertake. Thus it is impor- 
tant to know whether the picture 
has any foundation in fact, and if 
so, what the foundation may be. 
Some of those now muttering 
about Knudsen’s weaknesses are 
undoubtedly needling him for per- 
sonal or political reasons. Others, 
however, are quite honestly dis- 
turbed by what appear on the sur- 
face to be serious errors of omis- 
sion on his part. His management 
of the air production program will 
serve as an illustration.

HE air program has just passed 
T rom the phase of planning into

The reason of course is that al- 
though seemingly charged with at- 
taining the speed-up, Knudsen and 
his men are actually limited to 
what one high official described as 
a “moral function.” The real pow- 
er, the real authority and respon- 
sibility are lodged in the army and 
navy procurement divisons, not in 
Knudsen’s production division of 
the Defense Commission, 
Work of Defense 
Commissioners. 

N this connection, it is interest- 
| ine to compare the work of 

Knudsen and his colleagues, The 
Defense Commission, much mis- 
understood, is a ‘group of independ- 
ent agencies, each one headed by 
a commissioner and managed by 
him, although loosely supervised 
by the commission as a whole. One 
or two of these agencies, such as 
the Consumers’ Division and the 
Transport Division, have no urgent 
jobs to do and have simply busied 
themselves with blue-prints ‘for the 
future. Others, such as the raw 
materials division under Edward 
R. Stettinius, and the Labor Di- 
vision under Sidney Hillman, have 
had to deal with problems quite as 
acute as the one tackled by Knud- 
sen, though far smaller in scope. 
Both Stettinius and Hillman have 
had comparatively little competi- 
tion outside the defense commis- 
sion. Stettinius, to be sure, has 
had to struggle with Federal Loan 
Administrator Jesse H. Jones, but 
once he got used to Jones’ bargain- 
ing habits and began asking for 
twice the cash really needed to 
buy strategic supplies, he got along 
well. As for Hillman, he has been 
allowed an almost free hand. Hav- 
ing had little competition, Stettin- 
ius and Hillman have done their 
jobs well enough. No one bases 
demands for reorganization of the 
defense effort on breakdowns in 
the labor or raw materials fields. 
Knudsen, on the other hand, has 
had worse than competition. He 
has been put in the position of 
seeming to shoulder an overwhelm- 
ing responsibility, although the re- 
sponsibility was actually given to 
someone quite different. Had he 
been a different man, less deter- 
mined not to exceed the powers 
actually conferred on him, he might 
have pushed the obstacles aside 
and gone grimly ahead, relying on 
his standing in the country to pro- 
tect him. But as it is, though he 
failed to seize powers he was not 
offered, he cannot justly be blamed 
for failing to do a job he was never 
beeen That is not a fair test of 
a man.

Henri Pasteau, owner of a nurs- 
ery at 9264 Manchester road, Rock 
Hill Village, hunted as a youth in 
France with the late Georges Cle- 
menceau, World War Premier of 
the republic. He saw Clemenceau 
again and talked to him of old 
times in 1922, when “The Tiger” 
visited St. Louis. He died today in 
Manchester Nursing Home, kept by 
infirmities of age from knowing 
that the France victorious under 
Clemenceau was now under Ger- 
man domination. 

Pasteau came to St. Louis in 1904, 
a gardener for the French exhibit 
at the World’s Fair.

MERCY KILLINGS CONDEMNED 
BY VATICAN HOLY OFFICE 


Ruling on Euthanasia by Sacred 
Congregation Said to Have 
Been Requested. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
Mercy killings as a Government 
practice for racial or economic rea- 
sons have been condemned by the 
Sacred Congregation of the Holy 
Office. 

A statement said it “is not permis- 
sible to kill by mandate of public 
authorities those who, while not 
having committed any crime merit- 
ing death, nevertheless because of 
mental or physical deficiency no 
longer are useful to the nation but 
are rather a public charge.” Such 
acts, it said, are contrary to nat- 
ural and divine law.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
New fighting ships are joining the 
fleet at the rate of one every 12 
days, the National Defense Com- 


mission reported today. 

Making public an analysis of the 
navy’s $7,700,000,000 ship construc- 
tion and alteration program, the 
commission said its study showed 
shipbuilding time had been cut ma- 
terially. 

“The 40-month building period for 
completing cruisers has been cut 
as much as one-eighth,” it con- 
tinued, “and submarine construc- 
tion time has been cut from 30 
months to 24 months, Destroyers 
under construction are being 
launched three months ahead of 
schedules.” 

Mentioning some short cuts, the 
commission said a compieted Diesel 
engine was installed in one ship be- 
ing built at the Tampa (Fla.) ship- 


yards, instead of being assembled in 
the ship piecemeal. 

“Following this same procedure, 
entire boilers will be delivered,” the 
statement said. “Auxiliary machin- 
ery will be completed and assembled 
outside the yards, thus requiring 
only the actual installation work 
to be done within the shipbuilding 
yards themselves.” 

This procedure, it was explained, 
would permit the smaller machine 
shops throughout the nation to par- 
ticipate in building up materials 
and sub-assemblies necessary to the 
program. 

The analysis showed that con- 
tracts awarded for ship construc- 
tion to date totaled more than §3,- 
800,000,000. The remaining portion of 
the authorized total would be util- 
ized for armor, armament and 
equipment, the commission said, to 
be contracted for as the ships ap- 
proached completion.

like the broadside of a naval bat- 
tery in the air over his head.

bachter, “people won’t go to the 
colonies, they will be sent. In this 
way, not only will adventurers be 
eliminated but selections will be 
made in conformity with health re- 
quirements and a high racial con- 
sciousness. The National Socialist 
racial doctrine does not only apply 
to Germans in Europe but also to 
those in Africa.” 


Limits Undefined. 


Just what will be included in 
this new empire, providing the 
Germans are successful in their 
war with England, is less definitely 
delineated. Most of the accounts 
speak only generally of Africa. 
From the beginning, the Nazis have 
insisted that the full colonies of 
German East and West Africa, 
Cameroon and Togoland, which 
were made mandates after the last 
war, must be returned, Some Ger- 
mans, who are in a position to 
know, believe that this will be 
merely a point of departure and 
that the real talking will begin 
after that. 


Much has been heard here re- 
cently of plans for a joint trustee- 
ship of most of the African con- 
tinent. This is at least hinted at 
in an account of the meeting of 
the Verwaltungsakademie der Nord- 
mark and the Reich Colonial 
League in Kiel, this week, of which 
the Hamburger Fremdenblatt says: 

“Germany and Italy, and with 
them all those European nations 
having colonial demands to press in 
Africa, after the war, could and 
must co-operate in a general scheme 
of reorganization.” 

Such a procedure would have 
definite advantages tor Germany. 
Empires are expensive projects in 
their development stages and if it 
is possible to gain most of the de- 
sired ends through arrangements 


ample—well, why not? It would 
dovetail neatly with the plans by 
which much of the industrial and 
agricultural capacity of Europe is 
being molded to fit Germany’s 
needs and wishes. 

in Training. 

In one sense, Germany’s blue- 
prints for empire antedate ‘the 
Nazis by several years. Well-staffed 
consulates in most of the other 
colonial areas have been utilized 
for the training of colonial experts 
almost ever sinc: the German col- 
onies were made mandates. The 
“general-government” area of what 
was formerly Poland is likewise 
being handled and administered in 
many ways along colonia! lines. 

There is, of course, a certain 
amount of propaganda value for do- 
mestic consumption in the confi- 
dent -preparation for colonial ven- 
tures, for it assumes a victorious 
end to the war, but the plan by 
no means ends there. One needs 
only to remember the infinite detail 
and the energy that went into the 
campaigns in Poland and the West, 
and the similar detail with which 
Germany is now reorganizing the 
economics of Europe.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The Justice Department and the 
Dies committee, which have crit- 
icised each other recently, got to- 
gether yesterday for an exposure 
of Nazi and Fascist propaganda in 
the mails. 

Attorney-General Jackson noti- 
fied Representative Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, of the commit- 
tee that although the department 
has been investigating the situa- 
tion, there was no objection to the 
committee’s “having the facts and 
giving such publicity as you see 
fit to this flow of propaganda.” 
The propaganda in question, 
Jackson said, has been “imported 
to this country through use of 
mailing privileges which this coun- 
try accords other countries under 


the international postal conven- 
tion” and most of it “is legal in 
character and not subject to crim- 
inal prosecution.” 

“The steps which we have taken 
and those which we are contem- 
plating taking in connection with 
it will not be prejudiced by dis- 
closure,” Jackson told Voorhis in 
a telegram, 

This followed a conference be- 
tween Jackson and Voorhis, des- 
ignated by Chairman Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, of the committee to act in 
his behalf, to promote co-operation 
between the department and the 
committee. 

Voorhis said afterward it was 
agreed each had “a place in a par- 
ticular field—the committee in ex- 
posing subversive activities and the 
department in the apprehension of 
violators of the law.” 

Meanwhile committee sources 
predicted that indictments would 
result from evidence turned over 
to the department that Gerrhan 
sympathizers were sabotaging a 
British plane order in a Califor- 
hia factory, which was not named. 


JESSE LIVERMORE’S ESTATE 
WORTH LESS THAN $10,000

Captive’s Log Tells of Nazi Raider 
Laying Mines, Refueling in Pacific 


British Captain Says Ship Flew Greek Colors 
Until Near His Vessel, Then Flashed 
German Flag, Sank Freighter. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The story of a German sea raid- 
er, disguised as a Greek ship, des- 
troying vessels in the South Pa- 
cific, laying mines in Australian 
and African waters and refueling 


from a Nazi tanker in mid-ocean, 
is told in the log of the British 
freighter Haxby, a victim. 

The 5207-ton Haxby left Green- 
ock last April 8 for Corpus Christi, 
Tex., the log, published by the New 
York Maritime Register and Lon- 
don Journal of Commerce, relates. 

Seven days after the Haxby left 
its convoy a steamer carrying 
Greek colors crossed its bow. A 
moment later the Nazi ensign went 
up and incendiary and high-ex- 
plosive shells from four concealed 
six-inch guns burst from the ves- 
sel. In 30 minutes the Haxby was 
afire, her lifeboats riddled, gaping 
holes torn in her sides and 16 men 
dead. 

Rest Picked Up by Raider. 

“J decided to abandon ship,” 
Capt. Arundell wrote in his log. 
“When-the frigate Captain saw us 
in the water ... with only life- 
belts he put out boats and picked 
up survivors. 

“We were taken aboard the raid- 
er and each of us were issued

Mines Laid Near New Zealand. 

The raider rounded Cape Horn 
and on June 12 laid about 230 
mines near the New Zealand coast. 

(On Nov. 8 the American freight- 
er City of Rayville, 5883 tons, only 
American ship sunk in the war to 
date, struck a mine off Cape Ott- 
way, Victoria, Austrlia, sinking al- 
most immediately with the death of 
one man.) 


On June 18 the raider intercept- |" 


ed the Norwegian freighter Tropic 
Sea, loaded with wheat for Eng- 
land. After its capture the Win- 
netou came alongside to refuel the 
raider. The raider placed the 
British sailors aboard the Tropic 
Sea and with a prize crew dared 
the British blockade in an attempt 
to reach Bordeaux in occupied 
France. ° 

The vessel was 400 miles off 
Gibraltar when the British sub- 
marine Truant appeared causing 
the Germans to scuttle the Tropic 
Sea, after they had held a prema- 
ture celebration in the belief that 
the submarine was a German U- 
boat. Capt. Arundell, his crew, the 
Norwegian skipper and his wife 
were landed at Gibraltar by the sub- 
marine and a ship was sent to pick 
up the Germans and Norwegians. 


Submarine Refueled Near West 
Indies, Schooner Skipper Says. 
MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 6 (AP).

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STARK SAYS STATE 
FACES NO DEF 
SURPLUS INSTEA 


Governor Makes Public An- 
alysis Showing Missouri 
Will Be $585,000 to the 
Good Jan. 1. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 6.— 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark took another 
verbal jab at State Auditor Forrest 
Smith’s department, and its fiscal 
conclusions, when he denied today 
a forecast by that department that 
the State administration would 
wind up the 1939-1940 biennial peri- 
od on Dec. 31, with a general rev- 
enue fund deficit of between $1,- 
000,000 and $1,500,000. 

The Governor at the same time 
made public a general revenue 
analysis, based on figures taken 
from Smith’s books, showing the 
State would wind up the year with a 
balance of about $585,000 instead 
of the predicted deficiency. 

The Governor and Smith have 
not been in accord, on policies, 
politics, or fiscal affairs of State 
for many months. 


Dispute on Sales Tax. 


Stark yesterday assailed the 
Auditor’s announced plan of drop- 
ping about 110 sales tax field men 
from the payroll on Dec, 15 due 
to lack of funds, as unnecessary. 
Stark said that if the Auditor had 
used “intelligent budgeting” this 
move would not be necessary. 

The estimate of a net deficit of 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000 at 
the end of the biennial period was 
made by W. A. Holloway, chief 
clerk of Smith’s department. 

Stark made public today an 
analysis of the revenue fund, pre- 
pared by his special auditor, Rob- 
ert W. Russell, from the Auditor's 
books. ‘The Governor said _ this 
analysis indicated the State would 
have a gross cash balance of 
slightly more than $585,000 on Dec. 
31, after the payment of all bills 
in the ordinary course of business. 

Large Balance. 

Stark said the forecast of total 
general revenue receipts made for 
December was somewhat larger 
than the revenue collected in De- 
cember of 1939” by reason of the 
large balance in,the bank account 
carried in the name of the State 
Auditor for the purpose of clearing 
sales tax collections.” 
This reference was to an account 
maintained by Smith in a Jeffer- 
son City bank to clear sales tax 
payment checks. Smith has ex- 
plained that a fairly large balance 
was maintained in this account, 
both for clearance purposes and to 
compensate the bank for the ex- 
pense of handling the large number 
of transactions involved. 
The Governor said the balance in 
this bank account was $1,966,692 
on last Nov. 30, but that since 
that time $1,250,101 had been trans- 
mitted by Smith to the State Treas- 

ry, leaving $716,591 in the ac- 
unt. 

‘It is the usual practice at the 
ose of each biennium to reduce 
this bank account to a more rea- 
sonable balance,’” Stark said. He 
added that in the analysis of the 
revenues an allowance of $300,000 
had been made “as a very liberal 
estimate of the sum needed for 
clearing purposes.”

How He Signaled 
To British Bombers 

ALFWAY across the Channel 
H he caught up with three Brit- 

ish Bristol-Blenheim bombers 
returning from a daylight raid. He 
recognized them as English and he 
snid they looked awfully good to 
him. They were his chance of pro- 
tection until he could land his ship 
on English soil. He flew down to 
come alongside them. When he got 
there—they were in formation—in- 
stead of welcoming smiles he 
watched six gun turrets swing 
around and 12 machine guns train 
on him. Harte said to me, “There’s 
one thing that bombers hate more 
than anything else in the world, 
and that’s a pursuit plane. Friend 
or foe, they just don’t like us.” I 
asked, “Why?” and he replied, “Be- 
cause sometimes pursuit planes get 
mixed up and shoot at their own 
bombers.” He also thought it pos- 
sible that what with this and that 
they had first mistaken him for a 
German, He said he began to feel 
pretty desperate and lonely and he 
couldn’t think how to make the 
bombers understand what he want- 
ed, which was simply protection 
until he got back to England. He 
said they finally saw that he was 
not an enemy plane and that when 
they did, instead of moving their 
guns off him, all the gunners began 
waving him off, telling him to go 
somewhere else. Finally he had an 
idea. He took a handkerchief out 
of his pocket, reached down and 
dipped it in blood from the wounds 
on his feet and held the bloody 
handkerchief out over his head. 
As I listened to this story, this was 
the first I heard of his having been 
wounded. 


He was very pleased with his in- 
genuity. He said the bombers 
caught on at once, the minute they 
saw the bloody handkerchief. “But 
then,” he said, “they scared me even 
more, because they got so curious 
all the crews began crowding into 
the gun turrets to look at me and I 
was afraid they would veer over 
and bump into me, because I 
couldn’t steer very well.” 


“But,” he added, “I finally had 
them, you know. I just cut down 
in front of them and kept them 
right up on my tail. They still 
couldn’t go quite as fast as I and 
when I had them up on my tail I 
knew that if any trouble came they 
would catch it first.” He said this 
as if he had played a rather sly 
trick on the bombers, a sly and not 
entirely cricket trick. 


Comes in to Land 
At 160 Miles an Hour. 


AIS time he didn’t try for a forced 

landing in a field, but when he 

got to England, left the bombers, 
and flew straight to his home air- 
port, He didn’t know why he did 
this, except that he had a strong 
desire not to land any place new, 
but to go home. 


His landing must have been spec- 
tacular. The technique of landing 
a plane is to slow up first and 
when you are close to stalling speed 
and close to the ground at the same 
time to pull the stick back, as if 
braking with the tail. Hurricanes 
are fine ships and with the flaps 
down they land around 60 miles an 
hour. Having now practically no 
fabric on his tail surface, Harte had 
to come in at around 160 miles an 
hour with the stick as far forward 
as possible, to keep the denuded 
tail from smacking the earth.

Then he 
taxied over to his plane station, 
where the mechanics were waiting. 
The head mechanic came out to 
him and stood a few feet from the 
plane, looking it over. His remark 
was: “Well, Lieutenant, you've done 
a@ proper job now. No work for me, 
thank you kindly. This is a fac- 
tory job.” That was all.

ARTICLE FIVE. 
HE Air Corps is the No. 1 choice 
T of young men seeking enlist- 
ment in the army. 

Opportunities to work on engines 
and planes, to live in the atmos- 
phere of the flying field and the 
possibility of becoming a member 
of a plane crew are the chief induce- 
ments. There are monetary attrac- 
tions as well. The Air Corps large- 
ly is made up of a group of spe- 
cialists and only men of good phys- 
ical and mental qualifications are 
accepted. 

Specialist training is given at Air 
Corps schools in engine and air- 
plane maintenance, aerial photogra- 
phy, armament, radio, machine- 
shop work, parachute rigging, me- 
teorology, sheet metal work and 
welding. There are many grades 
and ratings, each carrying extra 
pay. A private rated as air me- 
chanic, second class, is paid $72 a 
month. A private air mechanic, 
first class, draws $84 a month. As 
has been explained, army pay is 
“clear,” the Government furnishing 
board, room, clothing and medical 
attention besides. 

Flights in which enlisted men of 
the Air Corps participate include 
photographic missions, gunnery 


practice, mission in bombers and 
test flights. Enlisted men operate 
the radio control towers at army 
fields. Soldiers with two years’ 
college training, or its equivalent, 
are eligible to take an examination 
for appointment as a flying cadet. 
The army formerly trained enlisted 
pilots, but this has been discon- 
tinued and there are only a few of 
the old enlisted pilots left in the 
service. There are quite a few 
snappy young flying officers, how- 
ever, who started in the rear rank.

WELSH RABBIT—A food made 
of melted cheese. 

Welsh rabbit is the Surprise Word 
of the week. Rabbit is not, as many 
suppose, a corruption of the word 
rarebit. As a matter of fact, the 
contrary is true. The term orig- 
inated in Wales where rabbits are 
seldom found except in game pre- 
serves of the gentry. Rabbit meat, 
therefore, is a luxury denied the 
common people. 

Cheese, on the other hand, is 
both plentiful and inexpensive, and, 
when melted, is called “the poor 
man’s rabbit”; hence Welsh rabbit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 

NE of the few women of the 

world who has competed with 

men in the field of diplomacy 
is Isabel de Palencia, who for near- 
ly two and one-half years served 
as Spanish Minister to Sweden, 
Norway and Finland. In her auto- 
biography, published last week by 
the firm of Longmans, Green, she 
describes the part she tried to play 
in intriguing, dissension-torn Eu- 
rope during those fateful years that 
led up to September of 1939. 

In the course of her extraordi- 
nary life, Senora de Palencia has 
spanned the period of women’s 
rights, going from the cloistered 
shelter of an upper-class Spanish 
household first into a trial flight 
in the theater, then into journalism 
and finally diplomacy. Living now 
in exile in Mexico, she tells her 
story with a vivid feeling for the 
drama she has lived through, a 
warm sympathy for the human be- 
ings she has known and, above all, 
with wisdom and tolerance. 

This woman diplomat has called 
her book “I Must Have Liberty” 
and this is the theme that runs 
through the narrative. The re- 
strictions placed on Spanish ladies 
at the beginning of the century 
irked her. Very early she associ- 
ated herself with liberal and re- 
form movements which were to cul- 
minate in the overthrow of the 
monarchy and the creation of the 
Spanish republic. Then came the 
terrible, bloody civil war, started 
by the Fascists led by Gen. Franco,

and much of Senora de Palencia’s 
book is taken up with this strug- 
le. 

While she was in Scandinavia 
during most of the war, appointed 
Minister shortly after the outbreak, 
and therefore knew only infrequent- 
ly the kind of punishment by bomb- 
ers that the British are now tak- 
ing, she nevertheless had a diffi- 
cult task. Because of her fluent 
command of English—her mother 
was Scottish—she was sent on sev- 
eral occasions to the United States 
and Great Britain to plead the 
cause of her country. With the 
dramatic intensity that may derive 
from her mixed Celtic and Latin 
heritage, she proved one of the 
Loyalists’ most effective ambassa- 
dors of good will. 


As Minister to Scandinavia, 
Senora de Palencia’s official resi- 
dence was in Stockholm. There 
she lived in the 50-room Spanish 
Legation, eagerly awaiting each 
cable that came telling of the 
progress of the war in far away 
Spain. She rallied widespread sym- 
pathy in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries from both high and low and 
Sweden sent money, supplies, nurses 
and doctors to Spain. 

Madame Minister’s account of 
her first reception by King Gustaf 
of Sweden has elements of both 
humor and drama. She was ac- 
companied by Baron de Geer, the 
fussy Chief of Protocol, who was 
horribly nervous for fear that they 
would arrive in the reception room 
even 10 seconds later, or earlier, 


than the King himself. It was ab- 
solutely essential that King and 
Minister should enter the hall of 
state at exactly the same moment. 
Every few minutes the Baron 
glanced at his wrist watch with 
the nervousness of the white rabbit 
in “Alice in Wonderland.” 

Senora de Palencia tells of the 
King’s kindness and graciousness. 
He had actually come in from the 
country during the Christmas holi- 
day to receive her. Throughout her 
stay in Stockholm, members of the 
royal family showed her . special 
courtesy and consideration, never 
failing at large official functions 
to ask after members of her fam- 
ily who were with the fighting 
forces in Spain. 


With her Government in mortal 
peril, the ideals she had cham- 
pioned all her life in jeopardy, it 
is understandable that now and 
again Senora de Palencia found the 
long formal dinners and the elab- 
orate court rituals a little difficult. 
It seemed to her that Sweden, like 
all of Europe, was ignoring too 
blithely the intervention of Ger- 
many and Italy in the Spanish war. 
But she sat through the dinners, 
smiling the smile of diplomacy, and 
she curtsied before the King on 
state occasions, her pride conceal- 
ing the fear and anguish that often 
were in her heart. 


During a summer spent in Stock- 
holm, I occasionally saw Senora de 
Palencia. Small, dark, with a swift 
speech and a vivid sense of drama, 
she was a somewhat incongruous 
figure among the solemn slow-spo- 
ken Swedes. Her own Swedish 
servants quickly became devoted 
to her and she tells of being over- 
come with emotion when on St. 
Lucia’s day, Dec. 13, they came 
marching into her bedroom with 
candles and wreaths, the nurse 
carrying the minister’s tiny new 
grandchild, born only a few weeks 
before in a Stockholm hospital.

The open air classroom provides 
a deterrent to the advance of tu- 
berculosis in childhood, and un- 
doubtedly prevents the develop- 
ment of the adult type of the dis- 
ease in many instances. Pupils for 
open air classes are selected in 
many ways. Sometimes a school 
nurse finds that home conditions 
of a child are not healthy. That 
they are, in fact, conducive to the 
development of tuberculosis. So 
on general principles, she advises 
the child be put in the open air 
room. Others are picked up by 
school physicians, or sent in by; 
family physicians or clinics. 


' THE IDEAL Tine would be 
to have all the children of kinder- 
garten age tested with a tubercu- 
lin test. The patch test does not 
require any scratching of the skin, 
or break in the skin in any way. 
In the kindergarten age only about 
1 per cent of the children react 
positively to the tuberculin test. 
Further examination is unnecessary 
because it can be assumed that the 
positive reactors have some degree 
of active tuberculosis. At later 
ages this is not true, because 
everyone who has had an infec- 
tion, recovered from it and devel- 
oped an immunity, will react. 

The open air classroom builds 
up resistance by healthy open air 
environment, extra lunches, rest 
periods on cots, and careful super- 
vision of the nutrition of the child 
which is the key to successful heal- 
ing of the tuberculosis process, 
The medical examinations, weigh- 
ing, and charting of progress, tak- 
ing temperature and pulse rate at 
regular intervals, make for a scien- 
tific attempt at prevention. These 
were entirely missed with the hap- 
hazard methods of family care 
practiced 40 years ago, when they 
waited on symptoms to appear be- 
fore doing anything about it.
